Byrnes ascribed failure to me 
some munitions goals to “the mis- 
taken belief on the part of some 
people that the war is about over.”

the .Missouri River system. What 
happens to this bill in the Senate 
will have an important bearing on 
the outlook for a Missouri Val- 
ley Authority. 


Senator John H. Overton of 
Louisiana, who as chairman of a 
Senate Commerce subcommittee 
is in charge of the bill, made the 
motion to take it up @ t the 
same time informed the Senate 
that later he will call up a com- 
panion measure, the omnibus 
rivers and harbors bill. Senator 
Overton would like to push both 
bills through this session without 
including any provision for an 
MVA.

The two measures have been 
passed by the House, but the Sen- 
ate subcommittee already has 
made numerous changes in them, 
and if they pass in the Senate, 
which many observers’ think

One amendment to be offered 
with Senator Overton’s approval 
would provide for a Missouri 
River improvement program 
under the joint auspices of the 
Army Engineers and the Recla- 
mation Bureau, specifically allot- 
ting various parts to each in ac- 
cordance with a recent compro- 
mise agreement by representatives 
of the two agencies. This com- 
promise program ig intended to 
preclude an MVA. The cham- 
pions of a Missouri Valley Au- 
thority, however, are considering 
meeting this move with an amend- 
ment of their own, proposing to 
— the MVA plan a part of the 
bill,

Long Debate Likely. 


Because of the highly contro- 
versial nature of the amendments, 
prolonged debate appears likely. 
This may prove to be so extended 
that the Senate will have to lay 
the bill aside in order to act on 
other important legislation requir- 
ing attention before the end of 
the year.

LONDON, Nov, 17 (AP),—Rus- 
sian troops have pierced the main 
German defense line east of Buda- 
pest and captured the rail station 
of Gyomro, 10 miles from the cap- 


ital. The Germans have described 
Gyomro as the anchor base on) 
which their defense line in Hun- 
gary has been pivoting northward. 
The Russian advance was threat- 
ening to engulf the railway junc- 
tions of Godollo, 10 miles north- 
east of Budapest, and Hatvan, an- 
other 12 miles to the northeast. 
Far to the northeast other units 
of Marshtl Redion Y, Malinovsky’s 
Second Ukraine Army struck to 
within five miles of Miskolc, Hun- 


gary’s fifth cjty, which is now ex- 
posed to Red Army artillery fire. 

Battling along the roads leading 
around Budapest to Austria, the 
Russians yesterday crossed the 
Budapest-Miskole railway at Va- 
mosgyork in a 12-mile advance 
northward from Jaszbereny and 
were moving toward Hatvan, 
which is a junction of the Buda- 
pest-Miskolc line and terminal of 
the railway running north into 
Central Slovakia, 38 miles beyond. 

The threat to Godollo developed 
when powerful Soviet tank and 
infantry forces swept through 
Dany, less than 11 miles southeast. 
Godollo governs road and rail 
routes to Vienna and Central Slo- 
vakia, 

The capture of Vamosgyork, 
where several trains and ammun!-

This was 
one of the heaviest artillery bar- 
rages of the war. 

But the Germans kept on fight- 
ing doggedly, sullenly and re- 
sourcefully and in contrast to the 
Ninth Army front, where many 
prisoners were taken, only 150 
were caught in one of the hottest 
Parts of the First Army front.

Including air attacks in front 
of the British Second Army, more 
than 13,000 tons of bombs were 
dropped yesterday on German po- 
sitions in and near the West Wall. 
Airforce headquarters said it was 
the greatest air strike ever made 
in support of ground forces.

Out of al) the United 
States Eighth and Ninth Air 
Force planes participating, five 
heavy bombers and 12 fighters 
were reported missing.

FOUR JAP WARSHIPS

UNITED STATES PACIFIC 
FLEET HEADQUARTERS, Pear! 
Harbor, Nov. 17 (AP).--Adm. Ches- 
ter W. Nimitz, revising previous 
figures upward, announced that 
Third Fleet carrier planes sank a 
cruiser, four destroyers and 11 


cargo vessels and oil tankers in 
their Nov. 12 raid on Manila. 

The light cruiser previously re- 
ported as damaged was known to 
have sunk, Nimitz said in a com- 
munique yesterday. Returning 
pilots also originally reported only 
two destroyers sunk and said the 
merchantmen were either = de- 
stroyed or left blazing. 

Four torpedoes also were sent 
into a floating dry dock, believed 
to be the 500-foot Adm. Dewey, 
which the Americans scuttled be- 
fore Manila’s fall. The Japanese 
evidently raised it. 

Nimitz reported a. series of 
aerial strikes ranging from Haha 
and Iwo islands, in the Bonin and 
Volcano groups, to bypassed is- 
lands in the northern Palaus. A 
bomb hit- was scored on a small 
cargo vessel at Iwo and a possible 
hit was made on a medium-sized 
merchantman at Haha.

Hughes—he was promoted 
from Private, first class, while hos- 
pitalized at a South Pacific base 
after his rescue—returned home 
Wednesday night in time to cele- 
brate his twenty-third birthday an- 
niversary yesterday with his moth-

The soldier was transferred with | 
his Air Corps unit, stationed at 
Clark Field near Manila, from Ba- 
taan to Mindanao three months 
before the fall of Corregidor and 
he thinks his group was one of 
the last to surrender in the Phil- 
ippines.

“Three days after the fall of 
Corregidor, we received word to 
surrender,” he said.

ALLIES PROBING FOR NAZI WEAK SPOT

HIS looks like the big moment for which we’ve been waiting— 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower's all-out drive to crack the formid- 
able Rhenish defenses and administer the coup de grace. 
It shouldn’t be long now—if the weather lets the Allies get on 
with the job—before we have a good idea of how much steel is left 


in the Nazi backbone. 


German Field Marshal Gerd von 
Runstedt may have hal million 
men with which to meefSthe ter- 
rific weight being hurled dgainst 
his 450-mile battle line that stands 
between the Allies and victory. If 
that is a correct estimate, it means 
the Germans are outnumbered by 
probably five to one—maybe more. 
The Allies are supreme in the air 
and their striking power in all 
other categories is superior. 

We should have a false picture, 
however, if we left it there. The 
Nazis are banking heavily on the 
strength of their Rhineland de- 
fenses. The deeply fortified area 
between the Allies and the Rhine 
presents a great barrier and the 
wide, swift river itself is a tre- 
mendous obstacle. 

The route facing the boys who 
at this moment are driving 
through knee-deep mud, under 
rainand sleet, straight into the en- 
emy fire is likely to be a cruel 
one through that Rhenish valey, 
which in times of peace is so quiet 
and lovely. Success won't be 
eheap. 

What can we look for in the 
way of Allied tactics? Gen. Eisen- 
hower has been working the 
shrewd scheme of varying his 
pressure on the Germans, in order 
to keep them off balance. He 
could do this successfully because 
of his great superiority in man 
power and equipment. Sooner or 
later he will find the weak spot he 
is looking for—and that is where 
he will develop the breakthrough. 

Most observers are keeping a 
Special watch on the Aachen sec- 


tor up to Arnhem at the tip. It 
looks now as if Eisenhower might 
be figuring on crashing through 
the Aachen zone to Cologne and 
Dusseldorf on the Rhine, or on 
turning the German right flank at 
Arnhem while exerting pressure 
below. 

There are two prime reasons 
why he may be figuring on let- 
ting his left-wing forces carry the 
ball. For one, this flank lies di- 
rectly opposite the Ruhr—heart 
of Germany's war industry — and 
offers the shortest route to Berlin 
through’ country which, beyond 
the Rhine, is open and suitable for 
movement of armored forces, 

Then this northern flank lies 
close to Antwerp and communica- 
tions with this great supply base 
are good. Ready access to sup- 
plies may mean the difference be- 
tween success and failure. 

The idea that the break may 
be on the Northern front is rather 
encouraged by the appearance of 
Lt. Gen. William H. Simpson’s 
will-o’-the-wisp United States Ninth 
Army in the line just north of 
Lt. Gen. Courtney H. Hodges’ First 
Army. The Ninth got into action 
quickly and.the Nazis must have 
had a shock to find it there. 

There still are unknown quan- 
tities to conjure with. One is the 
great Allied Air Borne Army, which 
includes the paratroops. This out- 
fit is likely to be dropped behind 
the enemy somewhere. Then, too, 
Allied engineers customarily pre- 
pare equipment for river crossings 
well in advance of the event, Both

Hannegan's Inside Story of the Campaign; 


Governor Was Angered 
Deliberately Into Re- 
verting to Prosecutor’s 
Role, ‘Harping 
Petty Things.’

F Bob Hannegan, the St. Louis 
J poritician and lawyer who be- 

came Democratic national chair- 
man in time to lead the victorious 
fight for President Roosevelt’s 
fourth term, had the campaign 
to go through again, there isn’t a 
single piece of major strategy he 
would alter. 

He has confided this to friends, 
following his return home yester- 
day for a brief rest. Telling them 
that he has no desire to brag, he 
has not, however, attempted to 
conceal his exultation over the 
way his plans worked out. While 
he recognizes that it would have 
been a different story for the 
party without the Roosevelt per- 
sonality and popularity, he takes 
satisfaction in the job of cam- 
paign organization and planning. 

It was in organization to get 
the voters to the polls that Han- 
negan concentrated. Beyond that 
his strategy included keeping his 
fellow Missourian, Senator Harry 
S. Truman, the Vice President- 
elect, out of the limelight, so that 
the fight was sharply Dewey vs. 
Roosevelt; baiting Gov. Dewey 
into the role of an angry prose- 
cutor, and fixing the President in 
the public mind as the-man to 
“win the war, win the peace and 
furnish postwar jobs.” 

Party Organization. 

Hannegan, who learned political 
organization here the hard way, 
from doorbell ringing in his North 


«Side precinct to city chairman, 


was unwilling to discuss some fea- 
tures of his part in the campaign 
for publication. However, some 
things he would not say to the 
Post-Dispatch he has talked about 
with friends. 

“When I took over the national 
chairmanship late last January,” 
Hannegan told the reporter, “I rec- 
ognized that there was consider- 
able disorganization in the party, 
so I toured all the states, with the 
idea of revitalizing the party or- 
ganizations.” 

That was the first step in a 
studied effort to build up organi- 
zation—a policy: reflected locally 
in the fact that St. Louis Demo- 
crats didn’t make much of a show 
at rallies, compared with the Re- 
publicans, but were adept at get- 
ing their voters to the polls. 

By the time of the national con- 
vention at Chicago in July there 
was no doubt in Hannegan’s mind, 
it was learned, that left-wing ele- 
ments, such as the CIO Political 
Action Committee, which were 
strong for renomination of Vice 
President Wallace, were solidly be- 
hind the President, but the “regu- 
lar” leaders feared that the re- 
tention of Wallace on the ticket 
would have made the more radical 
New Dealers so prominent that it 
would have hurt the party. Han- 
negan’s confidantes had been told 
also that the leaders did not want 
any “glamour boy,” such as Wal- 
lace, Byrnes or Barkley, whe would 
shift the spotlight from Roosevelt. 
Truman ‘Just Average.’ 
Truman was chosen as “just an 
average American,” calculated 
neither to hurt the ticket nor to 
interfere with the place of the 
President as main candidate. 
Hannegan’s explanation of the 
controversy which ‘lingered for a 
time over his alleged failure to 
disclose that the President favored 
Associate Justice William O. Doug- 
las of the Supreme Court as an 
alternative to Truman for a run- 
ning mate is as follows: Roosevelt 
picked Truman, and only Truman, 
in a telephone conversation be- 
tween his train, bound for the Pa- 
cific Coast, and Hannegan, at Chi- 
cago, and Hannegan let it be 
known through the Post-Dispatch 
that he had a “message” to this 
effect from the President; Hanne- 
gan also had a letter from Roose- 
velt, naming both Truman and 
Douglas, and he made this letter 
public immediately on being au- 
thorized to do so. 

“We wanted Dewey to be nom- 
inated,” Hannegan said. “I was 
the first to put Roosevelt's hat 
in the ring, and was criticised for 
saying Dewey would be nom- 
inated, but we wanted him, figur- 
ing he would be the easiest man 
to defeat. We wanted that ex- 
change of letters with Roosevelt 
over his candidacy. We knew it 
was fallacious that Dewey would 
carry New York, because we 
knew he had made enemies, such 
as school teachers and veterans, 
through legislation. 

“We wanted to draw the Re- 
publicans into frantic efforts, 
almost hysteria. We wanted 
Dewey to assume his role of angry 
prosecutor and _ certainly’ the 
President’s speech to the team- 
sters did get him angry. From 
then on Dewey reverted to type 
and harped on petty things, such 
as the Thousand Dollar Club, try- 
ing to make people believe the 
President could be corrupted.” 


‘Dewey Versus the Champ.’ 
Some Democratic planners 
wanted to get “off base” and send 
Truman all over the country, but 
Hannegan’s scheme was to keep 
Truman in the background; to 
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ROBERT E. HANNEGAN 


“make it squarely Dewey vs. 
the Champ,” with the belief that 
if the campaign had turned into 
one of Dewey against Truman the 
Democrats could not have recov- 
ered balance in time, As part of 
this plan, the national chairman 
has 
up with the teamsters’ speech a 
little earlier than would otherwise 
have been done. 

It was learned that Hannégan 
took the lead in inducing Roose- 
velt to leave Washington for the 
group of campaign addresses in 
the closing weeks. Joining with 
the chairman in this were Post- 
master General Frank Walker 
(whose place Hannegan is slated 
to take soon) and Ed Flynn, boss 
of the Bronx. Some circles close 
to the President, it was reported, 
objected strenuously to this as a 
political mistake, but Hannegan 
felt the decision was justified by 
the reaction of Roosevelt to a 
friendly audience in front of him, 
in contrast to a White House 
microphone. 

“It was a terrific kickback on 
those who had. said the President 
was in ill health when he went 
out in the rain,” said Hannegan.

No Major Mistakes. 


Hannegan has declared to ac- 
quaintances that he was not op- 
posed by party associates on a 
single major point :n the cam- 
paign, and that’ no major mis- 
takes were made by him or sub- 
ordinates or associates so far as 
he is aware, although some news- 
papers asserted it was a mistake 
for Truman to say that Senator 
David I. Walsh of Massachusetts 
was an isolationist “but he has 
two more years to serve and we 
have a chance to reform him.” 
“I was confident of victory all 
the time,’ Hannegan declared, 
“and never weakened but made 
statements to that effect from the 
outset. It was my opinion that 
Dewey would not be as strong a 
candidate as Willkie was in 1940 
and would not get as many elec- 
toral votes, while I felt the popu- 
lar vote would be closer. I only 
missed a couple of states. I 
wouldn’t say before the election 
what states I thought we would 
lose because I didn’t want to dis- 
courage our people. 

“It was just a question of how 
big the vote would be. Precinct 
meetings were held in every pre- 
cinct throughout the country, as 
suggested by headquarters, and 
after that it was only a matter of 
getting the people out to vote. 
We knew the Republicans were 
confident of success only if the 
vote was small. We challenged 
Republican Chairman Brownell to 
gay they wanted a big vote and 
they were forced into it by non- 
partisan civic groups and the 
newspapers.” 


Policy as to PAC. 


Hannegan'’s policy Included co- 
operation with the Political Action 
Committee and with such groups 
as Henry Kaiser's non-partisan

Expert Use of Radio. 


Hannegan has been priding him- 
self on the absence of blunders in 
the numerous radio speeches, and 
on the timing of these attacks, 
which he handled himself, All the 
Speeches were checked in advance 
at headquarters to assure con- 
formity with policy, 

It was learned that one of the 
things Hannegan has chuckled 
over with intimates is the radio 
experience of the two parties. He 
took the view that the start’of the 
Republicans with their 26 Gover- 
nors, some of whom didn’t like the 
speeches prepared for them, was 
ineffective. The Democrats em- 
ployed a radio expert, who helped 
them to realize that many radio 
fans would resent replacement of

POSTWAR outlook “enor- 
mously better than most ob- 
servers had anticipated three 
years ago” was outlined here to- 
day by Dr. Harold Glenn Moulton, 
president of Brookings Institution. 


Addressing a conference spon- 
sored by the Chambey of Com- 
merce at Hotel Jefferson, the 
Washington economist said “It 
now appears that none of the dire 
forebodings that the coming of a 
new world war would almost cer- 
tainly seal the fate of private en- 
terprise, bring a vast inflation of 
prices and result in impoverish- 
ment, will be realized, except in 
minor degree.” 

“Instead of sealing the fate of 
private enterprise,” Dr, Moulton 
said, “the war period has brought 
to the American people as a whole, 
and I believe to our government, 
a new realization of its vital im- 
portance, 


War Achievements. 


“This profound change in gov- 
ernment attitude is due to two 
principal factors, the remarkable 
achievement of private enterprise 
during the war and a growing 
recognition that employment and 
wages depend upon business ex- 
pansion, and that we cannot get 
business expansion under a private 
enterprise system unless risk as- 
sumption is encouraged by the 
chance for reasonable profits. 


“Repeated emphasis on the 
many freedoms that we are fight- 
ing for has inevitably, if uncon- 
sciously, carried over to the field 
of free business enterprise. I do 
not mean to imply that all Gov- 
ernment regulation of business 
will henceforth be abandoned, or 
that it would be desirable to scrap 
all types of regulation. 

“I do mean that the excesses of 
recent years are likely to be modi- 
fied and that a new spirit will 
prevail—at least for the first few 
years after the war. -Business en- 
terprise will have its innings.” 
Actions for Business.

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PPOSITION to the totalitarian Getulio Vargas. Government of 


a national democratic union and 


thus assuming recognizable shape for the first time since Con- 


gress was dissolved on Nov. 10, 1937. 


Until now, there has been no cohesion among the individuals 


who opposed Vargas Fascism. 


But reports reaching Washington 


indicate that the National Democratic Union has several thousand 
members, including more than 200 former senators and deputies and 
the vast majority of President Vargas’ army supporters in the 1730 
revolution who have turned against him, 


An important feature of this 
union is that it has enlisted sup- 
port from all over the country. 
This wide distribution of the op- 
position may Iay the basia for 
Brazil's first national political par- 
ty since the empire’s fall in 1589. 
Hitherto all political parties—-un- 
til their abolition by the Vargas 
regime in 1937——- were statewide 
only and achieved national office, 
such as the presidency, by a com- 
plicated system of log-rolling and 
patronage agreements with other 
state parties. 


Meetings Are Illegal. 

This national democratic union 
is, of course, illegal in Brazil. Its 
meetings are secret and its pub- 
lications are barred from. the 
mails, but Brazilian circles here 
say that the government's oppo- 
sition*® has hampered, but not pre- 
vented, the circulation of party 
communications, 

The National Democratic Union 
is reported now to have defined 
three basic points in its program: 

1. That Vargas be made to 
hold nationwide elections im- 
mediately. 

2. That those elections be held 
under the provisions ef the 1934 
liberal constitution. 

3. Alternately, that Vargas 
call a constitGent assembly. 

The purpose of these points is 
to sidestep the 1937 constitution 
which incorporates features of 
other dictatorships, 

All liberals in Brazil are agreed 
on that necessity, in view of what 
is known of the electoral proced- 
ure devised by the Vargas govern- 
ment, 

Vargas intends to adjust the 
electoral procedures so that if he 
should ever be forced to hold elec- 
tions at all, he will be elected to 
his first constitutional presidency 


—according to information reach- 
ing Brazilian circles here. 

Since 1937 Vargas has operated 
the government by decrees, These 
decrees all are anid to hve been 
issued under the authority of the 
constitution—which isn’t in force. 


Vargas Strategy. 


The 1937 constitution provides 
for its own validation by plebiscite, 
but the plebiscite has never been 
held. Vargas’s reluctance to hold 
it is ascribed in Brazil to his dis- 
taste for the constitutional limita- 
tion of six years being set to the 
presidential term as long as he is 
president. Hence he can govern 
longer without a constitution, 


Popular unrest is such, however, 
that this year Vargas promised 
elections “after the war” and 
qualified this by saying that these 
elections would “implement exist- 
ing institutions”—which means the 
1937 constitution. 


The present minister of justice 
and of labor, Alexandre Marcon- 
des Filho, has been charged by 
Vargas with figuring out how to 
hold elections and simultaneously 
insure that Vargas will be elected. 


At the time of the election, the 
constitution of 1937 will be sub- 
mitted to plebiscite. The ballot 
will consist of two parts. One 
part will concern the constitution, 
The other part will carry the 
names of municipal electors. The 
vote will be of the Yes-No type 
and one vote will cover both parts 
of the ballot—the constitution and 
the electors’ slate. 


These municipal electors, se- 
lected by the Vargas government, 
will be unopposed. They will be 
charged with choosing state elec- 
tors, who will join in choosing 80 


federal electors whose duty will

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In your editorial entitled “Victory for 
Caesar" on Monday, you present your 
viewpoint of the battle of the musi- 
cians’ union and James Petrillo. 

You make an analogy between stage- 
coach drivers and steamboat crews los- 
ing their jobs with the advent of the 
railroad and musicians displaced by 
sound films. The drivers and crew 
members did not continue working for 
the railroads and were not entitled to 
compensation, but without Musical per- 
formers, where would sound film and 
recording be? 

Being the backbone of the recording 
business, we are certainly entitled to 
compensation, and if we wish our com- 
pensation in the form of royalties paid 
to the union, as all the solo artists do, 
where is the wrong? 

In every article in which you men- 
tion James Petrillo’s name, you have 
either made a derogatory remark or 
called him a czar. He is as much a 
czar as Roosevelt is. He has the un- 
questioned backing of all musicians, in- 
eluding all solo performers. 

The musical profession, as you may 
know, is seasonal, and at best is poorly 
paid. For every record made by a sym- 
phony orchestra, each player’s compen- 
gation amounts probably to $15 or $20 
or less. That particular record may sell 
one million at $1 each. After the rec- 
ord has been recorded, is the recording 
company entitled to the whole proceeds? 
Is $1500 a fair compensation on $100,000 
or one million dollars?

toward the Chinese Communists? 


The return of Gen. Chou En-Lai to Chungking, 
to represent the Chinese Communists in discus- 
sions with the Chungking Government, occurs at 
a time when the Chinese and Americans have 
lost their last big air base in Southeastern China. 
In this perspective, a reconciliation of the Kuo- 
mintang and the Communists is more than ever 
before an imperative of victory. The Chungking 
Government has now confirmed, through its Min- 
ister of Information, Liang Han-chao, that the 
negotiations are continuing. 

With Liuchow’s fall, not a single big ad- 
vance base will be left to Maj. Gen. Claire Chen- 
nault’s Fourteenth Air Force in the area of the 
invasion coast from which our planes could as- 
sist our troops landing from the South China 
Sea or Formosa Strait. At Kweilin, 95 miles to 
the north, which the Japanese claimed to have 
captured last week, we had destroyed and aban- 
doned our system of air bases weeks ago in the 
face of certain capture. Now the Southeast has 
been entirely sealed off from the rest of China 
by the enemy. 

Still left to us are the bases in Western China 
from which fly our Superfortresses, the B-29s— 
from Chengtu, far to the north of Kunming, ac- 
cording to the Japanese radio. But though on 
the high seas of the Pacific our status grows 
the most auspicious for invasion operations 
against the Japanese in China, our status on 
the Asian mainland is at its worst. 

There is without question no one act by which 
Chiang Kai-shek’s Government could do so much 


. to reverse the tide of battle in China, and to be 


of real rather than of token help if and when 
our armies land on the mainland, as it could by 
coming to terms with the Chinese Communists. 

Half a million of Chiang’s best troops, now 
engaged solely in blockading the Communists 
in Northern China, would be thrown into the 
fight against the Japanese. Another half-million 
troops of the highly-trained Communist Eight- 
eenth Group Army would go with them. These 
million soldiers are among the best in all China. 
How much their inaction has cost the war effort, 
no one can say; but the sum must be very great. 
Their action is direly needed now. 

Why is the Generalissimo so unreasonable 
It is because 
he fears they threaten his absolute power over 
China—not to seize absolute power themselves, 
but to make him democratize authority. The 
Chinese Communists, apparently a kind of Com- 


-munist all their own,. are merely Chinese who 


stand for popular government and who want it 
put into effect at once. Chiang fears they will 
force his hand by their military strength, and 
he also fears that the success of their demo- 
cratic administration in villages and provinces 
will force his hand by the power of good ex- 
ample. 

In the four-month conference between the 
Communists and Chiang’s Government, in Chung- 
king, which broke off Oct. 2 without accomplish- 
ment, Chiang took an intransigent attitude. He 
demanded reduction of the Eighteenth Group 
Army to one-fifth its present size, a demand 
which he knew would not be met, since from 
the Communists’ standpoint it would be suicide. 
He demanded that the Communists get out of 
local governments, which would be detrimental 
not only to them but also to all China, for they 
are among the best administrators in the country, 
and their local governments are, as a whole, un- 
doubtedly the best. 3 

Chiang Kai-shek is giving us less than China’s 
total effort as an ally as long as he continues a 
policy of last-ditch hostility toward the Chinese 
Communists. His is an awful responsibility for 
reasonableness in the conversations which his 
Government will hold with Gen. Chou. 
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Worse Than a Crime 

There is ample evidence to show that the 
Germans’ savage tactics of the last few months 
will react against them through imposition of 
harsher peace terms than might previously have 
been expected. Here is one sample of that evi- 
dence: ' 

The Trades Union Congress, representing some 
10,000,000 British workers, a year ago adopted 
a resolution distinguishing between the German 
people and their Nazi masters in fixing the re- 
sponsibility for atrocities. The other day, by

a 5-to-1 vote, the TUC adopted another resolu-— 
tion, this time stating that “the German people : 
could not be absolved from all responsibility for 


these crimes.” 

Dr. Goebbels has been begging for a “‘merci- 
ful” peace, yet the Nazis, by mass executions, 
robot bomb attacks and other excesses, have 
been hardening British opinion in favor of 
drastic steps. An old epigram becomes apt here: 
“It is worse than a crime; it is a blunder.”

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Advance on Faith 

The stwategic hour struck yesterday, and with 
it struck the Allied host all along the front from 
the North Sea to the Alps. Here may really be 
the irresistible array of force that will not stop 
short of Berlin. But because every military ad- 
vance so far has made many of us act as though 
Berlin would fall, say, next Tuesday, it must be 
sadly recorded that Eisenhower’s men move 
forward with a program that falls short of cer- 
tainty. 

The forces have the needful supplies at the 
moment. But as they move forward, supplies 
will be consumed, Will the rails and trucks then 
continue to haul forward the abundance that is 
needed? Or will the advancing forces again 
have to pause, again ration their blows at the 
enemy, give him a @hance to re-form, and wait 
for flagging home industry to catch up? 

That faith which moves the armies will be 
vindicated only if we do better than we are 
doing. Mobilization Director Byrnes said it yes- 
terday when he threatened a suspension of re- 
conversion to civilian-goods production. Hen- 
ry Kaiser said it yesterday when he related 
that one shipyard has lost 28 per cent of 
its force in 90 days. WPB Vice Chairman H. 
G. Batcheller said it when he declared that short- 
ages are definitely delaying victory—cotton duck 
eoming at half the rate needed, leaving Gls shel- 
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terless in the nasty European winter—a shortage 
of heavy shells needed in “unlimited” quantities 
—heavy truck production 25 per cent below 
needs. 

Does Mr. Batcheller speak for the country, war 
workers and everybody else, when he says he 
would rather have home-front affairs delayed a 
bit longer than “to have a live GI Joe... dead 
for lack of supplies’? Does he?

What Russia Is Saying 

Russia has addressed an important official 
statement to the United States. An article in 
the Soviet Embassy Information Bulletin is clear- 
ly aimed at anti-Russian sentiment and suspicion 
in this country. ‘ 

One by one this Soviet spokesman lists the 
precepts of Russian foreign policy, basing it first 
of-.all upon “‘economic and political co-operation 
with all states” and the “co-existence of two 
systems.” Here is nothing new. Stalin said in 
1927: “I think that the existence of two opposite 
systems, the capitalist system and the Socialist 
system, does not exclude the possibility of agree- 
ments, (They are) possible and expedient in con- 
ditions of peaceful development.” 

Another point: Whatever the political systems 
of. various states, Russia wants peaceful rela- 
tions with them, Again, nothing new—nothing 
Stalin has not said as recently as two weeks 
ago; nothing we do not know from the desperate 
Russian need for peace after so much war. 

In other points, the Soviets renounce imperial- 
ist expansion, seek mutual aid alliances “with 
any state,” want the present Allied coalition 
against Fascism strengthened and, most impor- 
tantly, emphasize a policy of “‘non-intervention 
in the internal affairs of other states.” 

The tendency among Russophobes will be to 
pooh-pooh this whole policy outline. They will 
cite Poland and Iran as proofs against the point 
on non-intervention. They will cite the slap at 
Switzerland as proof against a Russian desire 
for “peaceful relations with all states,”’ and the 
strength of Communist parties in France, China 
and elsewhere as a menace to the friendly “co- 
existence of two systems.” 

Yet we have found, especially in the course 
of this war, that United States and British for- 
eign policy do not always square with practice. 
By the same token that Russia wants neighbors 
she need not fear, we put pressure on the do- 
mestic affairs of Argentina, and Britain influ- 
ences the domestic affairs of Italy and Greece. 

The sensible thing to do, then, is to concede 
that no one’s house is in perfect order, and then 
accept the Russian statement for what it does 
mean. Russia is saying: “We have as hard a 
time understanding you as you have understand- 
ing us. We don’t like capitalism any better than 
you like Communism, But we're trying to guide 
ourselves by principles that will enable all of 
us to get along together and keep the coming 
peace from exploding in our faces. Once again, 
we ask your co-operation.” We can give that 
co-operation and avoid trouble, or begrudge it 


and make trouble for the world.

Churchill's Renewed Caution 

Winston Churchill is ordinarily a highly cau- 
tious man about making definite predictions as 
to the end of the war, or any phase of it. But 
last June, in a moment of exuberance over the 
success of the invasion, he’ became a bit more 
specific’and said: “The months of this summer 
may, by the victories of this Allied campaign, 
bring full success to the cause of freedom.” 

That fell somewhat short of definite prophecy, 
but Churchill has obviously tried, in his later 
addresses, to throw cold water on his previous 
words. Thus, in September he said, with re- 
spect to predictions of victory in 1944, that “I 
shall certainly not hazard a guess.” On Oct. 6, 
he said: “A great deal of blood is going to be 
shed in the next few months.” And on Oct. 31: 
“Y seems difficult to believe that the war can 
be ended before Christmas, or even before 
Faster.”’ His latest comment was on Wednesday, 
when he returned from the French front to tell 
Commons that “extremely heavy fighting is con- 
tinuing week by week, and will certainly las. 
for a good long time.” 

Churchill's renewed caution, not to mention 
the numerous recent statements by our own offi- 
clals about the urgent need for more war ma- 
terials, ought to convince civilians that the time 


for a letup has not yet arrived.

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Where Credit Is Due 


It is a fine and reassuring thing to see Senator 
Connally, Texas Democrat and chairman of the 
Foreign Relations Committee, congratulating 
Gov. Dewey for his “forward attitude” on for- 
eign policy during the campaign. Many Ameri- 
cans of both parties will join Mr. Connally in 
expressing admiration for the Republican presi- 
dential candidate’s stand—his repeated indorse- 
ment of the Dumbarton Oaks proposals for set- 
ting up a United Nations organization imple- 
mented to preserve the peace. In effect, this 
has guaranteed a non-partisan basis for our plan- 
ning the prevention of war. 

Cynics may say that this was just “smart 
politics’ on his part, because nothing he could 
say would drive off the reactionaries and isola- 
tionists, but this is about as unfair to Dewey as 
his “Red’’ charge was to the President. 

On Aug. 21, at the time of his exchange of 
telegrams with Secretary Hull, this newspaper 
predicted that the Governor's attitude would 
help to remove this issue from the field of par- 
tisan politics. Through John Foster Dulles he 
did work with Hull; in his New York speech, Oct. 
19, he gave emphatic assurance that at Dumbar- 
ton Oaks “a beginning had been made” toward 
real peace machinery. Near the end of the. cam- 
paign, he went a long way toward committing 
hifnself to the very essence of effective Ameri- 
can participation—delegating authority for the 
prompt use of force to prevent or suppress war. 

There was no lack of statesmanship ‘in these 
declarations and pledges. We repeat our pre- 
election declaration that in them, Gov, Dewey 
“rose to real heights.”

President's pledges of both full employment and free enterprise 
incompatible, critics assert; in a mixed economy, others say, private 
initiative could have chief role with government filling the gaps; 
profit system can work in social framework, newspaper declares,

President Roosevelt during the eampaign 
pledged his administration to a postwar 
economy of 60 million jobs at high wages. 
He also pledged support for an economy 
based on free enterprise. 


The amazing contention is now being ad- 
vanced that Mr. Roosevelt can’t keep both 
promises. Some day, we are told, either 
those who believe in free enterprise, or 
those who believe in full employment, must 
be disappointed. And then, say the Cas- 
sandras, with a rubbing of hands, there 
will be trouble. 


The remarkable basis of this remarkable 
point of view i# the unstated premise that 
free enterprise is incompatible with full 
employment at high wages. A recent edi- 
torial in Railway Age states a similar po- 
sition. Mr. Roosevelt, it is said, professes 
faith in free enterprise, but also advocates 
the TVA principle, public housing, public 
works and other forms of “Socialism,” and 
private enterprise cannot live or prosper 
under such a regime, 


Judged by the Fruits 


If it were really true that free enterprise 
cannot provide jobs at good wages for all 
who want them, then many of our people 
would be inclined to let the system perish. 
For when an economic system cannot ful- 
fill its social function, it ceases to have 
reason for being. 

But President Roosevelt, like most of the 
millions who voted for him, does not accept 
the gloomy notion that chronic unemploy- 
ment and chronic crises are the necessary 


price of private enterprise. He believes the 
people can protect, themselves against pov- 
erty and insecurity, and yet retain free en- 
terprise as the dominant principle of our 
society; that government, by compensatory 
policy, can in fact strengthen, not weaken, 
the system. 


Who is right? Can we have a mixed 
economy, with private initiative providing 
most of the steam and government filling 
in the gaps? Or must we choose between 
free enterprise (accompanied by unemploy- 
ment, injustice and periodic crisis) and to- 
tal Socialism? 


It’s Up to Business 


The answer may depend in large part 
upon the attitude of business iteelf. 


If business acts on the unproved assump- 
tion that profits are incompatible with com- 
pensatory social action, and in effect goes 
on strike against the people, then indeed 
a greater and greater degree of govern- 
ment intervention might be necessary, 


But if business once accepts the propo- 


sition that full employment and a prosper- ° 


ous people are its own strongest bulwarks, 
it will discover that the profit system can 
work within a framework of social re- 
sponsibility for the public welfare. 


This much is certain: the people do not 
intend to go back to apple selling and eco- 
nomic stagnation. They demand full em- 
ployment at good wages. Private enterprise 
can best insure its own future by working 
faithfully with government to reach those 
goals. 


REA Plans for th Future 


From the Milwaukee Journal, 


REA representatives from nine states 
met in Milwaukee to discuss postwar plans, 
They stated that the Rural Electrification 
Administration is “all set to go.” Plans 
are made .for extending power lines to 
many areas not now served. Funds are 
available and Congress has prolonged REA 
indefinitely, instead of allowing it to termi- 
nate June 30, 1946, as was originally con- 
templated. 


All this is to the good. REA has made 
small mistakes, but it has large accomplish- 
ments to its credit. It has speeded up the 
electrification of the American countryside 
in a manner that would not have been 
achieved in decades, if the utilities had 
heen left unprodded. 

In 1923, only 2.6 per cent of American 
farms were electrified. In that vear, the 
National Electric Light Association, rep- 
resenting 90 per cent of the nation's utili- 
ties, started a drive to “electrify rural 
America.” Almost $2,500,000 was spent on 
this campaign in 11 years, but only 11 per 
cent of the country’s farms were electri- 
fied by 1934. 

' Farm organization leaders were critical. 
The utilities replied that they were “not 


eleemosynary institutions” and that wide- 
spread rural electrification must wait until 
farmers could afford it. 

President Roosevelt didn’t think so. On 
May 11, 1935, by executive order, he created 
the REA, which was later extended by Con- 
gress. REA lends money at 2 to 2% per 
cent to local co-operative groups who build 
lines to serve themselves electrically. They 
buy power wholesale, mostly from private 
utilities. If the price is too high, they 
build their own generating plants. 


The plan has worked well. A check re 
cently showed that only nine of 812 co- 
operatives were in financial trouble. Mil- 
lions of dollars had been repaid to the 
Government iry advance of the time when 
it was due, And, aroused to action by the 
REA, private utilities had electrified as 
many farms as the co-operatives had, To- 
day about 42 per cent of American farms 
have electrical power. 

Private utilities have not suffered from 
REA undertakings. And rural America 
has benefited. REA deserves the support 
it is getting from the American people 
through Congress, 


W orld Prejudices Waved Aside 


In Book on Postwar Boundaries 


‘‘Look te the Frontiers: A Geography for the Peace 
Tabie,”’ by Roderick Peattie, (Harper & Brothers, 
New York.) 

The best, and the worst, that can be said 
about this book is that it is magnificently 
unrealistic and impractical. 

Mr. Peattie’s thesis is that boundaries 
should be weak; that is, they should inter- 
fere as little as possible with economic and 
cultural traffic. In Europe, he argues, this 
can be achieved by creating small buffer 
states. Belgium is his example, but when 
he finally faces the fact that the existence 
of Belgium has not discouraged war, he 
explains blandly, “The fault lies in the age- 
old struggle for the balange of power by 
her powerful neighbors. It is time that 
the balance-of-power theory be superseded 
by some more sensible international rela- 
tion.” 


This casual confusion of what is and 
what ought to be might be translated thus: 
Buffer states ought to work; if they don’t, 
we'll just change whatever keeps them 
from working. 

Strangely, he fails to recognize that the 
recent reconstitution of Russia has actual- 
ly established 15 small buffer states like 
those he advocates. The only difference— 
a significant one, of course—ia that Russia 
has kept her buffer states as part of the 
Soviet Union. They are one-way buffers. 

The weak-boundary thesis, applied to 
Asia, dictates the division of the continent 
into natural economic regions rather than 
into nations. Mr. Peattie finds a place for 
everybody except Japan; in fact, Japan is 
discussed only in part of a paragraph in 
the chapter on China. 

Japan may be, to a geographer, a minor 
island group near Asia; but, things being 
as they are, in a geography for the peace 
table Japan deserves more than a paren- 
thesis.

All this may sound like the sort of thing 
that has brought professors into political 
disrepute. Yet sentence by Sentence the 
materia] stands up as useful and defensible 
ideas. That is true of the whole book. It 
is impractical because it cheerfully and 
casually disregards or waves aside the 
world’s ingrained, illogical prejudices. It 
is at the same time intensely practical, be- 
cause it concentrates upon formulating an 
ultimate ideal. 

What ig most important about bounda- 
ries is the attitude toward them of the 
people living on either side. “Look to the 
Frontiers’ can contribute helpfully to the 
re-education which America, ike Europe, 
must undergo.

In addition 
contact plates, installed on walls 
and posts, catch the “leaners’’— 
the bowlers who regain their bal- 
ance by steadying themselves on a 
wall or post.

A feature of the device, and a 
failure in others, said the ABC 
committee, is that the fouldicator 
does not operate until the ball 
rolls 15 feet down the alley. It 
also can be set to ignore an inten- 
tional or delayed foul. 

The fouldicator is the joint 
work of four men, James Mac- 
Lagen and T. A. Walsh of Chicago 
and Putnam Smith and Leslie 
James of Redwood Falls, Minn, 
They have been working on it for 
five years. 

The ABC has approved installa- 
tion of the fouldicator for all 
sanctioned league bowling and 
tournaments. 

The foul line judge is apt to be 
around for a while yet, however, 
as the device isn’t expected to be 
widely manufactured until after 
the war or until Uncle Sam re- 
leases material for production.

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CHURCHILL CALLS 
UN PALESTINE 10 
CRUSH TERRORISM 


Warns Jewish Commu- 
nity That Activities of 
Stern Band Threaten 
Future of Zionism. 


LONDON, Nov. 17 (AP).—Prime 
‘Minister Churchill called on the 
Jews of Palestine today to cast 
out and crush the terrorist Stern 
gang and warned that continuance 
of its activities would menace the 
future of Zionism. 

Denouncing the assassination of 
Lord Moyne, British resident Min- 
ister for the Middle East, as a 
“Shameful crime which has 
shocked the world,” he told the 
House of Commons: 

“It has affected none more 
strongly than those like myself 
who in the past have been the 
consistent friends of the Jews and 
constant architects of their fu- 
ture. 

“If our dreams for Zionism are 
to end in the smoke of the as- 
sassin's pistol and our labors for 
its future produce only a new set 
of gangsters worthy of Nazi Ger- 
many, many like myself will have 
to reconsider the position we have 
maintained so consistently and so 
Jong in the past.” 

Saying that the primary respon- 


wibility rested with the Palestine |, 


authorities, Churchill said the ex- 
ecutive of the Jewish agency al- 
ready had called on _the communi- 
ty to drive out the members of 
“this destructive band, to deprive 
them of all refuge and shelter and 
to resist their threats and to eradi- 
eate their terrorist organization.” 

“We must wait for those words 
to be translated intg deeds,” he 
said. “Every man, woman and 
child of the Jewish community 
must do his or her best to bring 
this terrorism to an end.” 

Churchill told Commons that 
approximately 6000 fighting men 
would be brought home each 
month for visits of about four 
weeks. The plan does not in- 
clude those on the Western 
front, where, Churchill said, the 
campaign “has not reached a 
point where we can withdraw any- 
one even for a short leave pe- 
riod.” 

The action appeared to be 

Churchill’s response to pressure 
within Commons and in the news- 
pepers for reduction in the pres- 
ent period of overseas service in 
the Army. 
_ He declared that even the leave 
plan would be subject to war 
needs and could be suspended on 
the discretion of the commander 
dm each area. 


U.S. DENIED RIGHT TO LIQUOR 
KOENIG USED AS COLLATERAL 


A ruling that the Government 
fe not entitled to confiscate 1000 
eases of whisky which J. Fred 
Koenig used as collateral for a 
joan for financing his liquor black 
market activities last year was 
handed down ‘today by United 
States District Judge Richard M. 
Duncan. 

Judge Duncan said he would 
later order the whisky returned 
to the Mutual Bank & Trust Co., 
which stated in its petition seek- 
ing to prevent the Government 
from seizing or destroying it that 
it lent Koenig $18,000 on ware- 
house receipts for the liquor last 
Dec. 20. The loan has not been 
repaid. 

The warehouse receipts were in- 
dorsed by Albert Fein, the bank 
said. Koenig, a Republican poli- 
tician, and Fein were placed on 
probation after pleading guilty to 
criminal charges arising out of the 
whisky black market.

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The New Films

Romance of the First Water 
é6 Preise tectnica CREEK,” the much previewed and publi- 
cized technicolor version of the Daphne DuMaurier ro- 
mance, at the AMBASSADOR, may easily prove to be the 
most popular picture of the year with the feminine half, or 
three-quarters as it is in wartime, of movie audi- 
ences, It is the answer to those who want escap- 
ist entertainment, a picture that has nothing to do 
with the war, but has plenty of color, pretty 
clothes, tender love scenes, and enough adventure 
to excite you but not enough to make you ruin 
your manicure. 

There is only one woman of importance in 
the cast, Joan Fontaine as the lovely wilful 
Lady Dona St. Colomb, who is bored with the 
“silly futile life’ she leads as a member of London's cafe 
society of 1668, tired of her dull husband (Ralph Forbes), and 
irritated at the impertinent attentions of his snaky best friend, 
Lord Rockingham (Basi] Rathbone). With her two small chil- 
dren, she runs away to their old home, Navron House, on the 
Cornish coast. There she learns the gentry are terrified by a 
French pirate, a seventeenth century Robin Hood who robs 
the rich for the fun of it. She meets the pirate (Arturo de 
Cordova), finds he is young, handsome, romantic, that he has 
made her deserted house his headquarters, and fallen in love 
with her portrait. Anyone could take the plot from there. 

Special mention must be made of the luscious technicolor, 
which brings murmurs of admiration from audiences at sea- 
side scenes, and gustatorial gasps at the banquet tables, groan- 
ing with crab and shrimp and goblets of wine. Acting credits 
go to Cecil Kellaway as William, the servant, Nigel Bruce as 
pompous Lord Godolphin, and Arturo de Cordova, a swash- 
buckler in the best Fairbanks tradition. 

There are a few flaws. The directors seem to go out of 
their way to nudge the audience at each compromising amorous 
situation, then go to greater lengths to polish up Dona’'s virtue 
by intimating there was nothing really wrong after all. Nobody 
would ever believe that story, lady. Also her callousness toward 
her children hardly prepares you for the story's ending. But 
these are trifies in a picture that does not pretend to be real- 


ism but Romance—ah. 


A Pan-American Problem 
“What will the neighbors say?” is the natural query after 


seeing “BRAZIL,” musical about our South American neigh- 
bor, at the FOX Theater. For this is the usual tourist film 
which might have been written, as was the book by the heroine 

in the picture, after a two weeks’ visit to the 

country, and it will certainly win no Pan- 

American prizes. A thesis on “What's wrong 

with this picture” might be written in two parts, 

First of all, it should have been made in techni- 

color; there is no point in showing South Ameri- 

can scenery and costumes in shades of gray. 
Secondly, the plot, instead of being subservient to the music— 
which, with the exception of the title song, is mediocre, is 
given too much importance, and it is a plot of such implausibil- 
ity that you can picture Maizie, the type of girl who always 
relates the story to her best friend, going quietly mad as she 
struggles with the narrative, “There's this girl, see, Virginia 
Bruce, and she writes a nasty book called, ‘Why Marry a 
Latin?’ and then she goes to Brazil to write another book, and 
she meets this guide, Tito Guizar—he's the South American 
Voice. Only he’s not a guide really, he’s a song writer and he 
writes a song from this tune she’s always humming, just like 
Ginger Rogers in ‘Lady in the Dark.’ But then he finds out 
about the book so he decides to get revenge and pretends to be 
his twin brother who doesn’t speak English, And—well the 
way the picture starts out, they’re in Rio and then they go to 
somebody's plantation and then back to Rio, and then to a 
coffee plantation for the week-end, and then back to Rio—and, 


let’s see, how does it go from there...” 
Even Edward Everett Horton's funny-in-spots role doesn't 


save you from seat squirming. 


Good, Solid Entertainment 
“AN AMERICAN ROMANCE” at LOEW’S STATE, 


neither a great picture nor escapist fluff, but it is a good, solid, 
entertaining movie, and several notches above most pictures 
of its type. It covers most of the span of the life of one man, 
Steve Dangos (Brian Donlevy) who comes to 
America, a penniless immigrant, starts out by 
- working in- the Minnesota iron mines, and 
* through ambition and hard work becomes an 
automobile tycoon. A labor dispute forces him 
into retirement but he returns to industry to 

help the war effort. 

Now all this might have been very dull stuff 
had it not been for a script filled with human and memorable 
incidents, and ‘good characterization on the part of Donlevy, 
Ann Richards as the school teacher who marries him, John 
Qualen as his cousin, and Horace McNally as his son who backs 
the labor unions. The immigrant’s problems, from learning to 
eat a banana to becoming acquainted with a giant crane, are 
amusingly handled, and one incident, an accident in a steel 
mill, is tense and exciting enough to prove that there is 
drama, as well as painless education, in films about industry. 


Murder in the Opera House 
“THE CLIMAX,” at the MISSOURI theater, is a just dandy 
picture if you like to wake up screaming. Star of the techni- 
color chiller thriller is Boris Karloff, making his return to 
the movies, not as a monster but as a murderer, with the im- 
pulse, common to many of us, to cut off a so- 
prano on the high notes. While not quite ag ter- 
rifying as some of his portrayals, there are 
plenty of heart-stopping moments as Karloff, a 
doctor who murdered his singer sweetheart, de- 
termines that the new opera discovery (Susanna 
Foster) will not sing the aria made famous by 
his dead love, whom he keeps chummily en- 
tombed in his home. He tries hypnosis, the man who loves her 
(Turhan Bey) unhypnotizes her. The doctor is about to silence 
her voice for keeps when in dashes the rescue party and just 
in the nick of time. Karloff dies a horrible death, Susanna 
sings the high note and those in the audience allergic to high 
notes have just a faint tinge of regret. 


Including a Spanish Operetta 
“MOLINOS DE VIENTO” (Song of the Windmills), 
ported to be the last film made in pre-war Spain, opens at the 
ART THEATER Saturday. An operetta, with English sub- 
titles, it is the story of the town of Volendam, Holland, and 
how the village life is complicated by the arrival 
of a Spanish ship and its flirtatious sailors.

ODAY’S fruit pudding is a 
T time-saver because it actually 

makes its own luscious sauce 
and garnish while it is baking. By 
strewing margarine and sugar 
generously in the bottom of the 
baking pan and then adding the 
cranberries we have ingredients 
and conditions that work together 
for a jewel-like garnish, brilliant 
color and a pleasant eating sauce, 


Using ¢orn syrup in the batter 
palda_gown the sweetness so that 
most agreeable contrast in 


flavor as well as color is furnished. 
This pudding is at its peak when 
it is lukewarm, but don’t worry if 
you do not have enough eaters to 
consume it the first sitting, it will 
never go begging when served 
cold or reheated. 
Cranberry Upside Down Pudding. 
One-fourth cup margarine or 
butter, one cup sugar, two cups 
raw cranberries, one and one-half 
cups sifted flour, three-fourths 
teaspoon baking soda, one tea- 
spoon salt, one egg, one-half cup 
corn syrup (light), one-half cup 
buttermilk, three tablespoons melt- 
ed shortening. Light oven set for 
350 degrees Fahrenheit. Place the 
one-fourth cup margarine in 9-inch 
square pan and place in oven to 
melt, Sprinkle sugar over melted 
margarine and then washed, 
drained cranberrigs, return to oven 
while preparing batter. Sift to- 
gether flour, baking soda and salt. 
Beat egg, add corn syrup, butter- 
milk and the three tablespoons 
melted shortening and beat to 
blend. Add liquid all at once to 
dry ingredients and stir thor- 
oughly to moisten flour, but not 
until smooth. Pour batter over 
cranberries, Bake at 350 degrees 
Fahrenheit for one hour. Serve 
warm, Serves. eight. lLeft-over 
cake may be reheated before serv- 


ing.

Liver Florentine. 

This recipe for liver Florentine 
will do more than a dazen lec- 
tures on the nutritional merits of 
liver to build up an appreciation 
for liver in your family. Reason- 
ing may convince your family 
they should eat liver, but peppy 
flavor will change a conviction 
into an enthusiastic anticipation. 
Always remove skin and tubes 
from liver. Use three-fourths to one 
pound of beef or pork liver. Drop 
into boiling water and simmer two 
to three minutes until no longer 
pink. Drain ‘and chop fine in 
chopping bowl or coarse blade 
of meat chopper. Saute one clove 
garlic, finely cut in one table- 
spoon fat. Add liver and one and 
one-half cups sieved home-canned 
tomatoes, one bouillon cube (or 
one teaspoon meat extract paste), 
one-third cup home-canned to- 
mato catchup, three-fourths tea- 
spoon salt, dash red pepper. Bring 
mixture barely to a boil and sim- 
mer for five minutes. Serve with 
noodles, mashed potatoes or rice. 

Serve three cups milk to drink 
for each child, two cups for each 
adult.

The 
great majority of human peings 
lose out in life, fail to achieve 
their dreams, spend their days in 
loneliness, simply because they do 
not learn the knack of speaking 
up.

~~ Authority on How to Get a Job 


The Thyroid Agnes Voss, Who Hires and Directs 300 Women, Gives Tips to Job-Seeking Girls

HAT appeals to me as one 
W of the most important med- 

ical discoveries of severnl 
years is made the subject of an 
announcement in the Journal of 
the American Medical Association 
for Sept. 16. Jt is a drug, or 
chemical agent, which reduces, or 
neutralizes, the activity of the 
thyroid gland in cases of goiter. 


The thyroid gland iying under 
the skin at the base of the neck 
exercises very important regula- 
tory controls over many functions 
of the body. In general it regu- 
lates the rate of nutrition, or rate 
of living of all the cells of the 
body. This includes mental ac- 
tivity. It does this by elaborating 
a secretion which is called thy- 
roxin directly into the blood so 
that it goes to every cell in the 
body. This secretion is chem- 
ically largely iodine and the ac- 
tivity of the thyroid is largely de- 
pendent on the amount of iodine 
in our food and drinking water. 
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THE THYROID gets out of 
whack in many ways. It may pro- 
duce too little or too much secre- 
tion. As life wears on in many 
people the thyroid wears out and 
a condition of bodily and mental 
sluggishness develops. This, how- 
ver, if recognized is easy to cor- 
rect, simply by feeding thyroid ex- 
tract taken from an animal. 

Enlargement of the thyroid, as 
everyone knows, is called goiter. 
The enlargement may or may not 
mean that the thyroid is supply- 
ing extra secretion. In goiter 
countries where the soil and water 
ig poor in iodine, enlargement of 
the thyroid gland is common and 
means only that it has developed 
more cells in order to catch every 
bit of iodine which goes into the 
circulating blood. This form of 
goiter can be easily controlled by 
adding iodine to the diet. 


There remains the great group 
of thyroid disorders in which too 
much secretion is poured into the 
blood, causing nervousness, muscle 
tremor, a sense of heat, rapid 
heart, and sometimes staring eyes. 

The treatment of these forms of 
disorder is not entirely satisfac- 
tory by afy means at our com- 
mand at present. Sometimes they 
can be controlled for a time by 
the administration of iodine indi- 
cating that perhaps the secretion 
the gland is elaborating is not an 
extra amount of the usual secre- 
tion of the thyroid, but an unsat- 
urated substance, lacking in io- 
dine, wholly strange to the body 
economy.

THEORETICALLY, surgical re- 
moval is the most logical proce- 
dure. And the surgeons have shown 
great skill in perfecting the opera- 
tion for removal of the thyroid so 
as to protect the safety of the pa- 
tient. But it is almost impossible 
to remove all the gland and at 
best unsatisfactory because the 
body needs some secretion, Fur- 
thermore experience has shown 
that as years after the operation 
go by recurrences are apt to occur. 


The ideal thing in the way of 
treatment of these disorders 
would be to have a_ substance 
which would act as an antidote 
to the thyroid secretion or a de- 
pressant to the activity of the 
gland. Great success has followed 
the use of a new substance of 
this character—thiouracil. The 
technical reasoning and process 
which resulted in its discovery are 
somewhat too technical for gen- 
eral presentation. In a series of 
nine cases reported, success was 
accomplished by its use in six. It 
remains to see how widely thene 
good results will occur when it is 
used in general practice. 


Beefsteak and Kidney Pie 


One beef kidney, one pound bot- 
tom round utility beef, four table- 
spoons bacon fat or drippings, one- 
fourth cup flour, one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt, dash of pepper, one cup 
pearl onions or four onions quar- 
tered, one-fourth teaspoon thyme, 
one teaspoon minced parsley, one 
and one-half cups water, one cup 
red wine. 


Sonk kidney in salted eold 
water 30 minutes. Remove mem- 
brane and skin and slice, Put in 
boiling water for three minutes 
and drain. Cut up beef in one 
inch squares. Put in paper bag 
with flour, salt and pepper and 
shake to cover beef with flour, 
Heat fat in stewpan and when hot 
add beef, searing on all sides, Add 
water slowly, stirring constantly, 
Simmer one half hour. Add kid- 
ney, onion, thyme, parsley and red 
wine and simmer one hour more, 
stirring occasionally. (It is more 
flavorful if the stew is made the 
day before and allowed to stand 
overnight.) Remove to casserole, 
Cover with plain pastry. Prick 
holes in top to allow air to escape. 
Bake in moderate oven until crust 
is browned, 


Boil potatoes in their jackets 
and rice to remove skins. This 
saves many of the essential nutri- 
ents lost in paring.

GNES VOSS, the pretty, cap- 

able, young personnel man- 

ager of women employees at 
Monsanto Chemical Company, says 
that she herself was an unwel- 
come addition to the ataff of 
her company when she first ar- 
rived there. “I had worked for 
a firm which was absorbed by 
Monsanto,” she explains. “So I 
was automatically “taken over” 
with other employees. There 
wasn't any particular place for 
me, but I was determined to 
stick. I believe that determina- 
tion in an,applicant is an ex- 
cellent trait! and the girls who 
pester me for jobs are usually 
the ones who prove valuable mem- 
bers of our company once they 
are hired.” 


Since her arrival at Monsanto 
about ten years ago, Miss Voas 
has had very little trouble con- 
vincing officials that there was 
a place where she could be help- 
ful. She is now responsible for 
the employment and direction of 
300 women in the Monsanto of- 
fices. In addition, she has re- 
vamped the working plan of at 
least two departments in the 
company and company executives 
estimate that her efficient meth- 
ods have saved Monsanto thou- 
sands of dollars each year, 


“IT started out as a secretary,” 
explains Miss Voss, who, in priv- 
ate life is married and _ the 
mother of a pretty seventeen-year- 
old daughter. “Secretarial train- 
ing is an entering wedge into 
business no girl can afford to 
overlook. I'd rather see to it that 
my daughter knew’ shorthand 
than be able to leave her a $20,- 
000 legacy. No matter what other 
training a girl has, I believe she 
can also use shorthand.”

HEN Miss Voss came to Mon- 
Wisanto, a total of 50 girls were 
employed in their main office 
in St. Louis. Today, over six times 
that number are at work for the 
company, and Miss Vosg is re- 
sponsible for all of them. Inter- 
viewing as she has thousands of 
young women who have applied 
for positions, she has become an 
expert at forming an idea of a 
girl's ability from her first in- 
troduction. To bring home to 
many students of high school, col- 
lege or business school the im- 
portance of making a good im- 
pression upon a future employer, 
Miss Voss has developed a little 
skit which she enacts, illustrating 
the good and bad in application 
technique, 
In the part of the applicant

“One of our pet 
theories down here is that nobody 
ever gets a job because they 
‘know’ somebody,” she explains. 


will please the department heads 
for whom they will work,” Miss 
Voss explains, in describing pres- 
ent employment conditions. “Ap- 
Plicants are much younger than 
they used to be—most of them 
right out of gchool. For this rea- 
son, and to b@ sure that we can 
furnish girls to the various de- 
partments [I started a training 
school right in our own company, 
New applicants are paid while 
they are in training here under 
an experienced teacher, until they 
are thoroughly familiar 
technical vocabulary of the com- 
pany, the office routine, and the 
policies of the various depart- 
ments.” 

“T am constantly being accused 
of employing only pretty girls,” 
Miss Voss went on. “This is en- 
tirely a false idea. Of course, we 
do emphasize the importance of 
neatness and grooming in our 
employees. But we are looking 


with the’ 


for smart, forceful girls—not 
beauties. I encourage all the 
young girls who come to us to 
get as much training, in college or 
night school as they can. The 
present shortage of personnel is 
a temporary one, and competition 
in the industrial world after the 
war is bound to be keen. The 
xirls with the best training will 
be the ones employers choose 
first.” 

When Miss Voss came to Mon- 
santo, one of the first innovations 
she suggested was in the service 
department—where mail was dis- 
tributed, all printing and mimeo- 
graphing done. “At that time, 
we employed a maximum numher 
of people for the department to 
take care of the peak loads of 
mail—in the early morning and 
late evening. Through the day 
these people had very little to do. 
By installing a sort of ‘dumb 
waiter’ system to carry mail from 
floor to floor, we were able to 
save a good deal of time formerly 
taken by employees who person- 
ally carried mail to the various 
offices. Then we trained each 
girl to do several jobs so that 
time between the heavy mail 
loads was not wasted.” 
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T was Miss Voss, too, who got 
| the idea that girls. in the cler- 

ical and secretarial departments 
might help during the rush hours 
in the company restaurant. “To 
get the plan started, I rolled up 
my sleeves ang set the example. 
I found that if'a few girls helped 
make sandwiches, served food be- 
hind the counter in _ cafeteria 
style, arranged salads, etc., we 
could feed far more people in 
far less time. 

To find out what foods were 
most popular, which were too ex- 
pensive per portion to serve, I 
asked each girl to put a bean in 
a jar when she served some of a 
particular food. In no time at all, 
the girls were anxious to serve 
their turn in the restaurant, and 
we were able to put the depart- 
ment on a paying basis. The girls 
who do this do s0 on company 
Aime, of course, and get their 
lunches free in return. It makes 
for a very democratic feeling in 
the whole office building.” 

“We are proud of the fact down 
here that the largest portion of 
our girls who leave Monsanto do 
so to get married,” the pretty per- 
sonnel manager adds. “After all, 
we are employing the attractive, 
smart type of girl who is the best 
marriage material—so that is 
what we expect. We have a rule 
that any girl who marries a Mon- 
santo man can not keep her job 
—although we have many other 
married women on the. staff. 
Sometimes we say, ‘a husband 
with every job’—but we don't 
want to be held to that promise.”

West made the safe lead of a 
trump. South studied the hands 
carefully, then he. won with the 
trump nine, cashed the spade ace 
and ruffed a spade with the heart 
jack, taking absolutely no chance 
that he might be over-ruffed. He 
led the trump three to the ten and 
ruffed another spade with the 
queen. West discarded a dia- 
mond. Now a club was led to the 
queen and the dummy’s last spade 
was ruffed with the ace. 

At this point South made the 
key play of the hand; he laid 
down the diamond ace. Then he 
led a club to the king and cashed 
the king and four of trumps, dis- 
carding his own two diamonds. 
When the four of trumps. was 
cashed, West found himself under 
inexorable pressure. Obviously, he 
could not afford to discard the 
diamond king and thereby set up 
dummy’'s queen, so he let go a 
club. Now South could cash the 
ace and seven of clubs for the 
twelfth and thirteenth tricks.
